THE QUEEN AND THE PRINCE 
AND PRINCESS 0F WALES. 


THE QUEEN is expected to reside for about a month 
in the Isle of Wight, and on leaving Osborne will 
probably return to Windsor for a short stay before 
quitting the south for her spring trip to Balmoral. 

Prince Woronzow on April 8 arrived at Osborne on 
a special mission to her Majesty to announce the 
demise of the late Emperor Alexander II. aud the 
accession of the Emperor Alexender III. Her 
Majesty’s dinner party included Princess Beatrice, 
the Duke of Edinburgh, Prince Leopold, Prince 
Woronzow, Lady Waterpark, the Hon. Horatia 
Stopford, the Hon. Evelyn Moore, Earl Syduey, 
Comte de Ribeaupierre, A.D.C. to Prince Woronzow, 
Sir Henry Ponsonby, K.C.B., and the Master of the 
Household. 

The Ldinburgh Daily Review understands that 
preparations are being made at Holyrood for the 
accommodation of the Queen or of some members of 
the Royal family during the coming autumn. lf 
Edinburgh should be favoured with a visit from 
Royalty, in all probability a review of the entire 
Volunteer force of Scotland will be held in the 
Queen’s Park. 

The Princess of Wales arrived in Berlin early last 
Saturday from „56. Petersburg, and was received at 
the railway station by the Crown Prince and Lord 
Ampthill, the British Ambassador. Her Royal 
Highness left Berlin on Sunday at half-past twelve 
o’clock. She was accompanied to the railway station 
by the Crown Prince and Princess and the Crown 
Prince of Denmark ; and arrived in London on Mon- 
day afternoon. * ‘The Duchess of Edinburgh, in coni- 
pliance with a desire of the Czar, will prolong her 
visit to St. Petersburg for а short time. 


Lord Beaconsfield’s medical attendants on Sunday 
night issued a bulletin, stating that he had passed 
the day favourably, rather gaining than losing 
strength until eight p.m., when he had an attack of 
spasmodic breathing, which was soon relieved. 

Lord Beaconsfield saw Lord Rowton on Monday 
morning for the first time since the return of the 
latter vo England. At half-past four o'clock on 
Monday afternoon Dr: Quain reported that his Lord- 
ship was rather better, and had gained some little 
strength. Dr. Kidd also stated thatthe patient’s 
condition had somewhat improved. The following 
semi-oflicial bulletin was posted up in the afternoon 
by order of Lord Barrington for the information of

The Boers still give trouble. A large number of 
cases are reported of outrages committed by the 
Boers in the Transvaal. Many English settlers who 
have returned there since the conclusion of peace 
have, it is said, found their farms occupied by the 
Boers. President Brand has met with an enthu- 
азис reception on his return from Natal. In reply 
to an address, ће expressed the conviction that the 
Transvaal pence Would be the means of uniting all 
South Africa. 


On Saturday the trial of Russakoff and his accom- 
plices for the assassination of the late Emperor of 
Russia was concluded in St. Petersburg. Sentence 
of death by hanging was passed upon all the prisoners. 

The Russian Socialistic Revolutionary party have 
issued another manifesto, stipulating for a national 
representation on the basis of universal suffrage, and 
asking for freedom of speech, of the press, of con- 
science, and of election. It declares that, if this 
programme be adopted, the Executive Committee 
will dissolve itself, and no resort will be had to 
violent measures against any form of government 
thus sanctioned. ‘This proclamation is printed on 
v pages, dated March 24, offices of the Narodnaya 

olya. 

Тће Russian Minister has made representations to 
the Swiss Confederation in reference to the abuse of 
the right of asylum allowed to political refugees in 
Switzerland. 


We learn from Tunis that the Bey has received a 
telegram from the French Government stating that, 
in order to chastise the Kroumirs, it will require to 
occupy the valley of the Medjerba, which almost 
bisects the Regency. "е Bey has replied that ће 
cannot consent to this, as he is both able and willing 
to repress the disorders on his own side of the 
froutier. He protests against the invasion of his 
territory in violation of treaty engagements, and will 
not hold himseif responsible for the consequences. 

Intelligence received in Paris from Tripoli confirms 
the news of the massacre of Colonel Flatter's 
exploring expedition. lt is added that all the 
Freuchimen belonging to the party were killed, after 
а most courageous resistance against the overwhelm- 
ing numbers of the Touareds of Hoggar. 

The relations of France with Italy have not been 

improved by this unfortunate affair in Tunis. 
. ‘Yelegrams from Tunis state that a hostile demon- 
stration has been made outside the house of the 
¥reuch Consul there, who, however, refuses to leave 
јиз post until he receives orders from his ofticial 
superiors to do во. 

Au official telegram states that a band of 500 
marauders crossed the French frontier on Sunday, 
attempted to carry off some cattle, and laid siege to 
the block-house occupied by the French outposts. 
Reinforcements were sent up, and the Zouaves, with 
tae Chasseurs, under the orders of General Vincendon, 
attacked the enemy. The fighting lasted over an 
hour and a half, when the raiders retreated, keeping 
up, however, a galling fire till over the frontier. The 
French lost fifty-nine men. he losses of the 
marauders are, it is believed, considerable, but they

managed to carry off nearly all their dead and 
wounded. . Hostilities have now commenced in 
earnest, and the whole population of Algeria isin а 
state of great excitement. 

„Оп Saturday 8500 French soldiers landed at Bona, 
Algeria. Оп the same day the French Consulat 
Tunis handed to the Bey а letter from his Govern- 
ment, which stated that a refusal to allow the 
Tunisian troops to co-operate with the French in 
punishing the tribes on the frontier would be re- 
garded as an indication of hostility. It is reported 
from Algiers that the Kroumirs have crossed the 
frontier. 


The great event in Egypt has been the presence of 
the Austrian Crown Prince, whose greeting has been 
most hearty. -The Nile has been ascended‘ by him, 
the Oasis of the Fayüm shot over, the Pyramids 
lunched on. “The Crown Prince jleft Cairo for Port 
Said. The stay in Jerusalem was marked by special 
fêtes. Royalty was very seasick the other day, not- 
withstanding the lengthy and intimate acquaintance 
with things nauticalit must of course have had in 
order to acquire such а lofty naval position ; but let 
us not forget that even Nelson was sometimes а 
ufferer from the billows’ tricks.

THE CUCKOO AND NIGHTINGALE IN 


EPPING FOREST. 


Dr. D. G. Е. Macdonald writes under date 9th inst., 
from Woodford, Essex:—-‘‘In spite of the cold 
winds, the bright sunshine has lured our summer 
migrants to their old haunts, for I was welcomed in, 
Epping Forest by the sweet notes of the cuckoo and 
the nightingale this morning, whilst swallows aud 
martins fluttered over the pretty glades and russet 
slopes with all their wonted gracefulness.”’

His father 
possessed the estate and mansion of Bradenham 
Manor, near High Wycombe, and might have asso- 
ciated on equal terms with the landed gentry, but for 
his peculiarities of foreign race and creed, and his 
secluded life as a student. When Benjamin Disraeli 
left school, instead of going to one of the Uni- 
versities, which were then more under Church 
direction than they now are, he was placed

to learn some details of business. This sort of work 
proved uncongenial, and he left it to his younger 
brother, Mr. Ralph Disraeli, who afterwards became 
a Registrar in the Court of Chancery. 
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The future Prime Minister chose a career of literary 
and romantic enterprise. Like Byron, he roved about 
in Albania and the Levant; like Shelley, he wrote & 
* Revolutionary Epic." Не also wrote

the ideal of a bold and clever youngster aspiring to 
win the prizes of social and political distinction by 
self-asserting force. This was so early as 1827. In 
the saloons of Lady Blessington, and other leaders of 
the fashionable world on the ultra-Liberal side, he 
made a conspicuous figure, even at a juvenile age, 
while Mr. Gladstone, in his college at Oxford, wasim- 
bibing the doctrines of orthodoxy and austere Toryism. 
In like manner, when Mr. Gladstone obtained a seat 
in the House of Commons for Newark, by the 
patronage of the ultra- Tory Duke of Newcastle, as an 
opponent of the Reform Bill, Mr. Disraeli, one of 
the wildest of “ Dandy Radicals,” sought an entrance 
to Parliamentary life by an introduction from 
Joseph Hume. Both these right honourable gentle- 
men have since found good cause to alter their 
opinions, and it would be unjust to impugn the 
sincerity of either at any period of his life. 

It was not until 1837 that Mr. Disraeli succeeded 
in getting a seat in the House, as

His colleague was the late Mr. Wyndham Lewis, of 
Pantgwynlais Castle, Glamorganshire; and in 1839, 
after the death of that gentleman, Mr. Disraeli 
married his widow. То that lady, who in 1868 was 
created Viscountess Beaconsfield, he has gratefully 
and chivalrously acknowledged that he owes no small 
part of his opportunity of suecess. Не was soon 
alienated from the Radical Reform party, and con- 
nected himself with whatwas then calledthe ** Young 
England” school. Their ideas of the true agencies 
of social and political regeneration might be expressed 
by the three titles of Monarchy, Aristocracy, and 
Anglican High Church. 


“THE TIME WILL COME WHEN

Having at length attained the position so reso- 
lutely sought, Mr. Disraeli, with indiscreet haste, 
claimed the ear of the House ; and, his style proving 
utterly at variance with the ideas of oratory enter- 
tained by noble Lords and honourable gentlemen, the 
display was treated with derision. The baffled 
senator was under the necessity of resuming his seat ; 
but even at that moment, with characteristic con- 
fidence in his destiny, he exclaimed, “ The time will 
come when you will hear me;" and though the 
vatieination was certainly bold to temerity, many of 
the laughers have lived to applaud Из fulfilment. In 
the mean time, admonished by this repulse that the 
House was not to be taken by tireworks, Mr. Disraeli, 
after exercising for a season the “talent of silence," 
learned to keep his eloquence within bounds, and to 
speak like a man who comprehended the temper of 
the assembly with which he had to deal: and ће 
made considerable progress іп (ће art of debate 
ere the general’ election of 1841 placed in power 
a Conservative Ministry. Mr. Disraeli, in 1841, ex- 
changed Maidstone for Shrewsbury. ‘The opposition 
of some representatives of the landed interest to Sir 
Robert Peel’s free trade measures, and, finally, to 
his repeal of the corn laws, in 1846, gave occasion to 
Mr. Disraeli for taking a forward place in debate, on

POLITICIAN AND NOVELIST. 


The Earl of Beaconsfield's star was at its apogee 
when he returned with Lord Salisbury from Germany, 
having brought back “ Реасе with Honour," as he 
said, frem the Berlin Conference. Asa matter of sober 
fact, all thé concessions made to Russia had been 
previously arran between Count Schouvaloff and 
the Marquis of Salisbury at the Foreign Office. But 
this із not the place to dwell upon that curious 
chapter of the Eastern Question. 

‘Lord: Beaconsfield had no children by the late 
Countess of Beaconsfield (whom he married when he 
succeeded her husband in the representation of 
Maidstone). But the devotion of Mr. Montague 
Corry (now Lord Rowton) to the late Prime Minister 
has been repaid in the most ready and generous 
manner, as anyone will acknowledge who remembers 
the confidence and honour that have been bestowed 
upon Lord Rowton, and who will turn to the much- 
quoted passage laudatory of private secretaries in 
“Endymion”? ; 

Lord Beaconsfield’s genius and style, both asa 

eaker and writer, have been very frequently made 
the subject of critical comment. In the orations 
likely to have been prepared beforehand his rhetoric 
is too artificial, and borrowed ornaments have too 
often been detected; but in current debate, in the 
rapid encounter of wits, and especially in the vein of 
banter, he is certainly the best speaker we have had 
in the House of Commons since the late Lord Derby 
was removed to the House of Lords. Aninestimable 
merit of Mr. Disraeli was that command of temper, 
withthatunfailingcourtesy of his personaldemeanour, 
which have sometimes disarmed his most bitter 
opponents. His fame аз an author would probably 
not have been very considerable, but for the notoriety 
of his public position. A series of novelsand romances, 
the last of which were ‘‘ Lothair ” and ** Endymion," 
have displayed highly coloured and exaggerated 
pictures of social life and incredible conceptions of 
character, mixed with rather indiscreet caricature or 
mimicry of real persons in our time.

EARTHQUAKE SCENES 
AT CHIOS. 


Chaos has come again. The Constan- 
tinople correspondent of the Z'mes has 
visited Chios, and telegraphs the following 
account of what he saw :— 


THE TOWN 

looks as if it had been subjected to a 
tertible bombardment. Hundreds of 
houses have been transformed into a 
shapeless mass of ruins, under which lie 
buried an unknown number of victims. 
A majority of the remaining houses, 
already cracked and'roofless, may fall 
at any moment. Nearly every building 
in the town has suffered more or less 
severely. The unhappy inhabitants 
wander about, anxious to search for miss- 
ing relatives and lost property, but afraid 
to risk their lives in the perilous work of 
clearing away the rubbish. Many who 
are willing to expose themselves to the 
danger are prevented by their friends or 
the police. Fear, grief, and despair are 
depicted in nearly every face, and all have 
some sad ог tragic tale to tell. The tirst 
shock was felt on Sunday afternoon, about 
half-past one o'clock, and immediately 
Ше houses began to fall. Wild shrieks 
were heard on eyery side, and then fol- 
lowed an awful silence of some minutes. 
The terrified survivors! gradually ventured 
out into the narrow lanes and reached the 
open spaces. Shortly afterwards another 
terrible shock occurred and completed the 
devastation. The

OLD GENOESE FORTRESS, 


containing about 400 liouses, inhabited by 
Mussulmans and Jews, has suffered more 
than the rest of the town. ‘The ground 
there sank about half a metre, and nearly 
all the houses were immediately de- 
stroyed. Several hundred persons must 
have here perished. The southern part of 
the island is said to have suffered even 
more than this town ; ‘but of this I shall 
send you later more detailed information. 
At present it is believed that throughout 
the whole island, which contains some 
70,000 inhabitants, about 6000 or 7000 
have been killed and twenty-five per cent 
of the survivors wounded. I visited 
Chesmé this afternoon. It is а town of 
1200 inhabitants, mostly Greeks, situated 
on the mainland directly opposite Kastro, 
the capital of Chios. Only about ten of 
the inhabitants were killed, but many 
houses are in ruins, and very many more 
in a.dilapidated state. Тһе Mayor of the 
place assured me that three fourths of the 
houses are in a dangerous condition, and 
the inhabitants afraid to live even in those 
which are uninjured.
